Applicants argue that the Bartholomey and Snyder references as combined do 
not teach a mascara composition which provide the properties of applicants' invention, 
specifically, lash thickening, separation, and detangling in combination with long wear. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. The fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art 
cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. 
See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). Examiner views 
that the mere absence of the explicit teaching of the physical characteristics of the prior 
art composition does not render a patentable distinction from the prior art to the present 
composition. The claimed invention in this case is a composition, and the cited 
references teach that a skilled artisan would have combined the recited, art-recognized 
ingredients with the specific motivation of formulating a water-proof mascara, as 
discussed in the previous Office action dated December 27, 2002. There is nothing in 
the record to indicate that the combination of the recited ingredients results in 
nonobvious or surprising results, and the rejection is proper.
